PARIS, March 14, — There was another 
oxciting scene in tho Chamber of Deputies 
to-day. M. Clagny said that he wished to 
question M. Pourquery do lioisserin regard- 
ing his attack yesterday on Madame Cottu. 
President Perie'r refused to permit the 
question to be offered, for tho reason that 
tho debnto had been closed. 

Paul do Roulede complained that tho 
official report of tho debato hud suppressed 
his expression that the Government was a 
Government of Liars. 

M. Tirard, Minister of Finance, left his 
seat and walked toward M. do Roulede 
shouting abusive terms at the ' Boulungist 
champion. 

A general uproar followed in all parts of 
the chamber. At length quiet was restored, 
and M. Tirard returned to his place anil 
proposed that M. do Roulede should beeen- 
sured and excluded from the House. 

M. do Roulede exclaimed : " If I am ex- 
pelled I will go to the country and declare 
that the Chamber is thirsting for lies and 
could not listen to the truth." 

This created a new sensation and ulti- 
mately, at tho ri quest of the President, M. 
Roulede withdrew tho offensive expression. 

In the Senate to-duy, M. Loubet, tho 
former premier, denied that he had con- 
nived in tho alleged bargain which Madame 
Cottu had charged that Soinoury had of- 
fered to her. lie defied any one to prove 
that ho ever possessed a list of deputies Im- 
plicated in the Panama scandal. 

Senator Halgan, of Vendeo, urged that if 
Madame Cottu had committed perjury she 
ought to bo prosecuted. Ho added that if 
M. Lnubot had not seen the list, M. Con- 
stans hud seen it. 

Senator Constana, tho former Minister of 
the Interior, replied that ho had never pos- 
sessed any such list. In fuct ho thought tho 
list had no exiatenco except in the heated 
imaginations of certain people. M. Con- 
stana went on to say that nobody had any- 
thing to gain by this sort of scandal. The 
country wanted fjuiet. It justice were "al- 
lowed to do its duty the extravagant stories 
current would die out. 

Premier Ribot said that it waa infamous 
to suggest that President Carnot ever pos- 
sessed a list of the character stated. Ho 
added that he would protect M. Soinoury, 
aa ho believed that M, Soinoury did dot at- 
tempt to bargain with Madame Cottu. 

Tho Senate then divided on tho question 
of confidence in tho Government, und tho 
Government wiu, sustained by a vote of 20!) 
to 50, the result being rceoived with great 
satisfaction by the supporters of tho Min- 
istry. 

At tho Panama trial to-day Lieut. Luoien 
N. Bonapurto Wyse, tho French engineer, 
prominently connected with tho efforts to 
prolong tho Panama Canal enterprise, testi- 
fied that ho remembered that M. Monohi- 
court, official liquidator of the Panama 
Canal company, hud mentioned eighteen 
months ago that the directors of the Pan- 
ama Canal had handed him a sealed paper. 

Charles de Leaseps hastily arose and 
denied that statement. He said ho had 
given M. Monohicourt n full account of the 
expenditures respecting ono million four 
hundred thousand francs, the expenditure 
of which he had fully and candidly ex- 
plained to tho examining magistrate, M. 
Franqueville. 

The deposition of M. Monohicourt, 
ollieial receiver of the Panama Canal Com- 
pany was read in court. The deposition 
set forth that Charles de Leaseps had re- 
fused to communicate the names of the 
beneficiaries of tho million francs in bonds 
made payable to bearer. 

Tho deposition of M. Henai Cottu, one 
of tho directors of the Panama Canal Co., 
was next read. It sot forth that Charles 
do Lesseps alone managed the payment of 
lump sumps in behalf of tho company. M. 
Cottu'a deposition stated that ho merely 
approved the payments without concerning 
himself with the destination of the money. 

M. Barboux read a letter from M. Mon- 
ohicourt, denying that Ch irlea do Lesseps 
had sent him a sealed envelopo or any list 
whatever. 

M. Bonaparte Wise, being recalled, men- 
tioned tho date on which M. Monohicourt 
had told about tho delivery of a sealed 
package. On the denial offered by Charles 
de Lesaeps, tho court ordered that M. Mon- 
chicourt should be examined before a magis- 
trate in relation to the circumstances. 



FROM PORT TOWN SEND. 

The Derelict Discovered— Tug Wanderer to Be 
Laid Up-More About Steiimboiil 
Arrangements. 

PoitT TOWNSEND, March 14. — Tho tugs 

Wanderer and Taeoma returned down the 
Straits to-day, where they hud been Bent 
by Manager Libby of tho tug boat company 
to look up tho derelict schooner Ford, re- 
ported floating oil' Destruction Island. Tho 
two vessels came upon the derelict a short 
diatanco off Southwest Capo, and found that 
thero waa only two-thirds of tho vessel 
left, sho having broken in two directly aft 
of the mainmast. Sho was butucd about 
tho top Bidea and wua deemed not worth 
bringing off. She waa drifting northwards 
rapidly and undoubtedly by this time is 
piled high and dry on the rocky shores of 
VancouTor Island. 

The tug Wanderer, owned by the Puget 
Sound Company, came in from tho Straits 
on her last trip to-day. Her crew was paid 
oil' and alio will bo laid up on account of the 
dullness of tho shipping business. 

Ex-Mayor Tibbuls, local agent of tho 
U.P.R.R. Co., in conversation with the 
Colonist correspondent to-day confirmed 
tho report that tho Union Pacific were 
about to put their boats on the Sound. 
The North Pacific will be put on tho run 
to Taeoma, Townsend und Whatcom, and 
the Sehomo on the run to Taeoma, Towns- 
end and Victoria. Both these boats are now 
laid up in Seattle harbor. Tho Victorian, 
also owned by tho U.P. Co., ia being re- 
paired and fitted up at Albina, on the 
Columbia river, and Agent Tibbuls was of 
opiuiou that this boat also would be sent to 



tho Sound for tho summer. About a year 
ago tho U.P. and P.S.A. Co. entered into a 
combination to lay up the U.P. boats, the 
P.S.A. Co. paying the U.P. Co. a bonus of 
§.'1,500 per month. Tho term of this com- 
bine will expire April 15, and tho officials 
of tho U P. express tho opinion that it will 
not bo renewed. Should tho boats go on 
there will he aomo lively cutting in rates, 
and tho people on the Sound will ride cheap 
this summer. 



WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

Spits nt a JIastcr Tailors' Meeting— Snow 
Blockade— Suicide of a Mounted 
Police Inspector. 

WINNIPEG, March 14. — The master tailors 
of tho city had a meeting last night. Dur- 
ing tho meeting it waa thought that strikers 
wero acting ua spies. A visit was made to 
tho roof and hero tho musters found the 
secretary of the Journeymen's Union and 
another tailor near a skylight taking in all 
the proceedings. A hand-to-hand sculllo 
ensued, in which tho masters cuine out 
ahead. The action of the strikers is strongly 
condemned. 

Tho snow blockade at Burnside has been 
raised, and trains are now running regu- 
larly. 

About fifty lunatics, wards of the Do- 
minion Government, have been transferred 
from tho Stony Mountain Penitentiary to 
the Brandon Insane Asylum. - 

Tho North Presbyterian church intends 
withdrawing from tho Winnipeg Presby- 
tery owing to trouble with the officers. 

Inspector Pierey, of the Northwest 
Mounted Polico, Bhot himself fatally at 
Edmonton yesterday. 



CAPITAL NOTES. 

DaUoii McCarthy Conies Out Squarely 
Affainst the Goyerunieut's 
Trade Policy. 



William Head Quarantine Station 
Will Not Be Ready Before 
June. 



(From our own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, March 21. — Hon. Mr. Bowell 
has informed Senator Macdonald that Btrict 
orders hud been given to enforco tho law 
relating to the disposal of fish offal in the 
Eraser and other streams of British Colum- 
bia. If all the canneries established oil 
factories to turn tho offal into oil and fer- 
tilizers, it would be regarded as a Eatia- 
foctory disposition. 

Hon. Mr. Foster propesea to amend the 
Inauranco Act to restrict' the number of 
shares and voting power by proxy at the 
meetings of companies. 

Mr. Gobeil, deputy minister of Public 
Woiks, appeared before tho Committee on 
Agriculture this morning and made a state- 
ment with reference to quarantine prepar- 
ations. Ho suid it would not be possible to 
fit up tho William Head station before 
June 1. Tho Depertment wero Bpuriug no 
effort to make quarantine facilities as per- 
fect as possible Mr. Earle urged greater 
expedition. 

Messrs. Prior and Corbould have gone to 
Montreal to attend the Grand Lodge of the 
Sons of England. 

The Government will take Wednesdays 
hereafter for ministerial business. 

The Senate committee reported favorably 
to-day on tho Doran and Rowaud cases, 
both from Winnipeg. Mr. Doran gets a 
divorce on account of bigamy and desertion. 
Mr. Rowand's is on account of her husband's 
dissoluto life, ill-treatment and adultery. 

Tho McCarthy tariff motion in diseuasion 
produced two notable speeches tonight. 
Mr. McCarthy placed himself equurcly 
against tho Government on its trade policy, 
lie took the ground that the National 
Policy had increased tho price of goods to 
the consumer, built up trusts and combines, 
and had failed to afford a homo murket to 
farmers. He believed there was no possi- 
bility of securing preferential tariff treat- 
ment, and condemned tho Government's 
policy of delaying tariff reform. His speech 
lusted four hours. 

Mr. Montague replied in what is ac- 
knowledged to be an able speech. Ho 
traversed Mr. McCarthy's argument, showed 
tho inconsistency of his position since only 
a year ago he acknowledged himself favor- 
able to the N. P. Mr. McCarthy had not 
assigned any legitimate reason for changing 
his views. Mr. Montague closed with a 
mugnificent peroration. 

The debato will be continued on Thura- 
day. 

Mr. Cargill wants an export bounty paid 
on Canadian cattlo in view of tho fuct that 
freight rates from Montreal are higher than 
from States points.

They 
havo established a reign of torror over 
the Armenians, havo robbed hun- 
dreds and have killed many, During 
tho services in three Armenian churches 
tho mobs burst in tho doors, stripped the 
women of their jewelry and afterwards 
went through the streets, attacking all the 
Armenians they met, bursting into private 
houses and Backing tho shops.

BRITAIN IN INDIA. 



Severe Battle With the Native Tribes- 
men, Who Sustain a 
Serious Defeat. 



British Influence Materially Strength- 
ened in What Was Regarded 
as Its Weakest Point.

Calcutta, March 14. —Tho British have 
had a severe battle with tho tribes beyond 
Chitral, where they- havo for somo timo 
been trying to strengthen the Indian fron- 
tier against tho possibility of Russiun en- 
crouchments. The British recently occu- 
pied Chilus, beyond Chitral, with a garri- 
son, und fortified tho place with tho inten- 
tion of holding it permanently. The 
mountain trihea took offence and made an 
attack on the fort, which waa bruvely do- 
fended by the British, The conflict was 
desperate und sanguinary, and the nutiveu 
were at length driven off with the loss of 
200 men. The British then took tho ng- 
gressive and marched against the entrenched 
villages of the hostile tribes. Owing to the 
mountainous character of tho country t Ida 
expedition wua extremely hazardous, but 
tho British troops acquitted themselves 
gallantly, storming village after village 
under the command of Major Dabiel, who 
was himself shot through the heart while 
leading his men in an aas iult on ono of 
tho villages. Every point occupied by 
the hostile natives was carried, tho British 
losing 2.'1 killed ond 30 wounded. Tho 
tribesmen, rinding themselves unable to re- 
aiat any longer, submitted to the British 
authority. Tho result of the struggle hua 
greatly strengthened tho British position at 
what wus considered its weakest point in 
tho vicinity of the Hindu Kush. 

SCHOONER WRECKED. 

The Captain of the McCuIlough Stays by His 
Vessel Long After All Hopes Had Oone. 

San Francisco, March 14. — Further par- 
ticulars wero received this morning of the 
wreck of the schooner, John McCuIlough, 
which was driven ashoro at Fish Rock on 
Friday night. Tho vessel was undercharter 
to bring wood here. Sho had already put 
in 22 corda when tho Btorm struck her. 
Fish Rock is an open roadstead, and the 
schooner was moored by four lines to aa 
many buoys. One after another tbey snup- 
ped and the vessel was washed ashore on 
tho jagged rocks which tore her timbers 
apart. The storm sot in early in tho day 
and at two o'clock it was at its 
height. The crew admonished Cap- 
tain Hughes to get out of his bad position; 
but he refused to move. They then told 
him that if he did not move they would, 
and they did. Shortly after 2 o'clock they 
took a boat and rowed to the shore, landing 
safely. Captain Hughes was left without a 
soul on bourd, but he stuck to his poat until 
all hopo waa gone. Aa night closed in the 
skipper's poattion grew more critical. There 
wua no way for him to get aahore but by 
swimming. It was after o'clock at night 
when the last ropo went and tho schooner 
began to drift in shoreward. She struck 
the rocks with a fearful crash. A crowd 
had gathered on shore to rescue Captain 
Hughes, und u life lino was shot out to the 
ill-fated vessel. The captain made it fast 
to the mainmast and was pulled in over the 
rocks.

In 1873 he waa elected to 
Parliament ua a supporter of Sir John Mac- 
donald. He went out with the elections in 
1874. In 1884 he waa again returned to 
tho Provincial Legislature, and sat till 1887, 
when he retired.

FROM ACROSS THE SEA. 



Unprecedented Fall of Snow in Japan- 
Death and Cremation of a 
Former Victorian. 



Labors of tho Japanese Parliament 
Concluded-The Work of 
the Session. 



"It does ono good to get into a warm 
climate — coming to Victoria is a relief after 
Japan just now." 

So say the officers of the Empress of In- 
dia, which arrived yesterday, for in neither 
Japan nor the Flowery Kingdom beyond 
las the " cold wave " of January exhausted 
itsolf yet. When the Empress left Yoko- 
hama tho thermomotrioal readings showed a 
lower average than the country has known 
at this season of tho year during a century 
paBt. Not only does tho cold provail in 
Yokohama, but tho inhabitants of Tokio, 
Hiogo, Kobe and tho other centres of popu- 
lation shiver in sympathy, whilo in tho 
neighborhood of Toriimura, Niigata pre- 
fecture, tho snow, according to the Yoko- 
hama Advertiser, is lying thirty-seven inchcB 
upon the frozen ground. 

India also has its cold snap. A Lahore 
telegram of recent date states that very 
severe weather prevailed in the northern 
provinces. Naini Tal, the well-known hill 
resort, wub cut of! from the outer world by 
the very heavy fall of snow, which lay in 
drifts to tho depth of several teet. The road 
was being cleared, and there was a marked 
improvement in tho weather, although it 
wus still bitterly cold. At Murreou fearful 
fall of snow occurred, in places threo to six 
feet, deep, Its like bus never been known 
in India. 

Tho latest smullpox returns show three 
ciiaea in Tokio on the 27th ult. In Niigata 
Prefecture during tho week ended tho 18th 
ult, there woro 132 new cusea and 42 deaths. 
In Nura Prefecture, on the 24th ult., nine 
new cases, und on the 25th seven new cases 
und two deaths wero reported. In Toyuma 
Prefecture 21 new casea and seven deaths 
occurred on tho 23rd ult. Jumes Rushton, 
at one time well known in Victoria, and 
who left tho old Btcumer Purthiu to enter 
the service of tho Nippon YuBon RaiahrtJ 
died of the disease at Kobe on February 20, 
and was cremated tho following day. The 
Japanese aro awakening to the daugor at- 
tendant upon tho disposition of the remains 
of smallpox patients in tho mual manner. 

March 2, tho day before tho Empress 
sailed, tho Imperial diot was formally 
closed, Count Ito reading the message in 
which tho Emperor thanked tho rcpresenta- 
tiveB of tho people und dismissed thorn from 
further attendance. Tho last business of 
both houses was trunBactod on March lj a 
number of important bills being passod by 
tho PeerB, and the Lower Chambor memor- 
ializing tho throne regarding official inter- 
ference at eloctions. The Newspaper 
Regulations bill, which had been submitted 
to a conference of the two Houscb, failed to 
pass tho lower, no ugreement upon the 
amendments proposed being possible. Dur- 
ing tho session 3,070 petitions wero pre- 
sented in the Upper House und 3,000 in the 
House of Representatives ; excluding holi- 
days and periods of adjournment tho House 
of Peers sat, during 42 days and the Lower 
House 45 days. Fifty-seven members of 
the House of Roprcsentutives, just prior to 
prorogution, applied through tho President 
of tho House for permission to contribute 
ten per cent, of their sessional allowance 
toward tho fund for tho construction of 
modern warships.

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WEST KOOTENAY PROGRESS. 

Itieli Mineral Samples at the Provin- 
cial Museum— Development of 
the Various Claims. 



The Latest News From Kettle Elver 
and Bouudury Creek— Townslte 
and Smelter Gossip. 



Mr. John Fannin, curator of the Provincial 
Museum, received a few days ago a case of 
specimens from tho group of mines now 
being worked on Boundary Creek by the 
Spokane and Great Northern Mining com- 
pany and others. The developments aro 
important, and the assays show the rich- 
ness of the properties. 

Tho American Boy— On this mine thoro 
are two shafts Bunk, one -15 feet and the 
othor about .'15 feet, cutting the ore vein 
which is two to four feet thick in poft 
country rook. From this mino there aro 
several huudrod tons of ore on the dump. 
The ore assays from 40 to 000 ounces in sil- 
ver and $10 to §25 gold. An experimental 
shipment of 2u' sucks of ore averaged 257 
ounces silver, $10 gold and 22 per cent, loud 
per ton. Profit over ali expenses, J 130 per 
ton. 

The American Girl— A fine shoot of 
silver-lead ore has here been opened. A 
sample of ore sacked for shipment assayed 
$-450 gold and 1101 ounces of silver per ton. 

Tho Black Hess— Tho oro on this claim 
shows high grade mineral in the outcrop. 
Tho first two tests gave ISO to ,'!25 ounces lo 
the ton in silver. 

The Providence— Tho first five assays of 
Providence oro averuged §8-10 per ton, 
and the shipment sample yielded 150 ounces 
silver and §12 per ton gold. 

Tho Blkhorn, Tacoma, "D. A." and " S. 
F." — All show in the workings the same 
grade of oro as tho Providence. 

The None-Such— This mine has 400 feet 
of development, showing threo distinct ore 
veins. iNo. 1, §25 to §05 free gold ; No. 2, 
$30 to §250 gold, silver and lead. There 
are two cross cuts and two tunnels on this 
property, fully showing the quantity of tho 
ore body. 

Tho Republic— This claim produces ore 
assaying §30 to §250 gold, silver and load. 

The Mountain Chief — Tho ore vein on the 
" M. C." has been developed by .'100 feet 
surface work and an open cut on the vein 
150 foot long, 8 to 15 feet deep ; and two 
shafts sunk on tho ore body, 15 and 45 deep 
respectively. The assays show §10 to §1,000 
gold, and 5 to 40 oz. silver per ton. 

Tho Number Seven — Assays from this 
mino give §30 to §450 silver and gold ; con- 
centrates 10 1 ; tested to be worth §250 to 
$800 gold and silver. 

The Stanton, Ellensburg, Ophir and No. 
8— All show the same results as the No. 7. 

Tho Mabel Bhows §35 to §150 in gold 
and silver. 

The Lincoln- 200 oz. to COO OZ, silver. 

Tho City of Paris gives a gold-coppor 
• re ; value, §30 to §30 gold and per cent, 
capper. 

Tho Cook claim — 40 to 60 per cent, lead 
■and 25 to 150 oz. silver. 

The Coppor mine— A promising one ; as- 
says not to hand yet. 

The Deadwood— §15 to §30 gold. 

Tho Gold Bar shows sixteen inches of 
solid oro carrying. §35 to §250 iu gold, silver 
and load. 

Tho Great Northern also shows a well de- 
fined lead of gold and galena, and the 
" World's Fair shows an immenso body of 
mineral carrying gold, silver and copper. 
■Occasional seams of rich free gold ore occur 
in the cropping. 

In addition to tho quartz working?, on all 
of which development work has beeu done, 
large returns of coarse gold have been found 
in tho gravel, and an application has beeu 
■made to the Government for a lease of 100 
acres of ground for hydraulicing. 

On Myers creek, at tho mouth, near Ket- 
tle river, is situated a coal seam, owned and 
developed by D. C. Corbin, of Spokane 
Falls. The scam opened on the property is 
from six to eight feet thick and is good 
coking coal. A railway is surveyed 
from Meyer creek Marcus, on the lino ot 
the Spokane Falls and Northern railway, 
which will carry tho coal und the ores from 
Boundary creek to the Spokano and other 
.smelters. 

Messrs. R. C. Adams, of Montreal (repre- 
senting Canadian capitalists) and H. P. 
Palmerston, of Spokane (representing large 
American money interests) have purchased 
the Eholt ranch at the mouth of Boundary 
creek for nearly §18,000. About eighty 
acres of the property will be laid out as a 
town site, and a plot for recorder's oflioo 
has been offered to tho Government. An 
extensive smelter plant will he crectod on 
the property, as the developments on the 
surrounding mines show a body of high 
grade ore, and coal, iron and limestone are 
to be had within easy distance. 

A fine seam of coking coal has also been 
opened on the McConnell property at tho 
mouth of Rock creek on the Kettle river. 
Tho seam on thiB property is also six feet 
wide ; it has been opened for fifty feet and 
cross-cut, and two shafts have been sunk 
on tho coal, one twenty and one fifty 
feot deep. 

Mr. M. Lumby, the gold commissioner of 
the district, is now in town, and states that 
he waB requested to bring to the notice of 
the Government tho necessity of opening up 
the district with good rnads. Mr. Lumby 
estimates that fully 10,000 people will come 
into tho Kettle Kiver and Boundary Creek 
districts this year, and predicts that as 
prospecting goes on many rich finds will be 
brought to light. 

There are many other claims recorded on 
the North Fork of tho Kettle, ou Fourth of 
July creek and in other localities in this 
district, most of which show splendid ores ; 
and on Grand Prairie along the hanks of 
the Kettle there is some of tho finest farm 
land in the Province 

There is somo splendid cedar and tam- 
arac timber on tho North Fork, and at tho 
falls on Boundary creek a sawmill is in 
process of erection. Stores, blacksmith's 
shop and hotel aro to bo estublishod by thu 
mining companies and capitalists interested 
in tho Boundary crook claims, and alto- 
gether it seems that the bolt of country 
lying north of tho boundary lino and be- 
tween Fort Sheppard and Osoyoos, will in 
tho next few months go forward with a 
bound and bocomo one of tho best oro pro- 
ducing centres iu West Kooteuay. 



MONTE CARLO WELLS. 

Penal Servitude for Eight Years for Exten- 
sive Frauds on a Woman. 

London, March 14.— Charles Wells, 
otherwise known as Mouto Carlo Wells, was 
sentenced to-day to penal sorvitude for 
eight years on conviction of perpetrating 
oxtenBive frauds iu having obtained largo 
sums of money from Mis3 Catharine Phill- 
more and others. Tho ovidonce showed 
that Wells, who becamo notorious through 
his alleged successful " plunging " at Monto 
Carlo, in which ho claimed ho was backed 
by an Amoriean, had obtained §45,000 from 
Miss f hillmoro on condition that she should 
receive §50,000 out of tho profits of an in- 
vention intended to diminish the consump- 
tion of fuel in furnaceB. Tho lady got no 
returns whatever, and it appeared that 
Wella had taken no steps to complete the 
patent. Miss Phillmoro 3ued Wolls in civil 
proceedings, and on tho ovideneo presented 
Mr. Justice Wright pointed out 
that the public prosecutor . ought 
to bo communicated with. On tho 
day following tho hearing of the 
case, Wella sailed from Plymouth in his 
luxuriously furniBhed yucht Palais, a vcsboI 
of five hundred tons. Wells Bailed with tho 
intontion of reaching Portugal. He touched 
at Cherbourg and then went to Havre, only 
to find that his movements had been fol- 
lowed and tho police were on his track. On 
instructions from London, Wells was arrest- 
ed at Havre and the yacht seized by the 
authorities. Tho French polico found on 
board a beautiful young woman named Jane 
Pernaud, who had uccompauied Wells on 
his career of adventure Sho was released 
and Wells extradited to England. After a 
prolonged effort to escape punishmont ho 
has now boen convicted. 



WAITING FOR THE RUSH. 



A Large Number of Capitalists and 
Miners Already iu Kaslo 
and Slocau. 



Buildings Are uohifr Up- Ore From 
Freddie Lee Being 
Shipped. 



(Spokano Review.) 

W. J. Cleary, of the Kaslo Transporta- 
tion Company, arrived in this city yester- 
day in company with William Lynch. Mr. 
Cloary appears to bo thoroughly satisfied 
with the prospects of Kaslo and the Slocun 
for tho coming Bpriug, and declares that tho 
outlook is better now than ever before. 

" Thero aro many visitors to tho mines 
already," said Mr. Cleary, "and our stage 
line iB now carrying an average of thirty 
paasengers a day to and from the mines, 
Wo are running daily stages each way be- 
tween Kaslo and Threo Forks, and have 
hardly missod a trip this spring. In a few 
weeks we will need four or livo daily Btages 
each way, but we have forty head of stage 
Btock ready for use, and we will bo able to 
handle all the ptiaseugora that come. 

" Tho Kooteuay river is expected to open 
in ten days or two weeks, and the begin- 
ning of steamboat service will bo the signal 
tor the first grand rush. Tho sleigh road 
is still in good condition, but many are un- 
willing to enter the country until tho river 
is open. 

" Kaslo is booming. There aro many 
buildings going up now, principally for 
stores and business houses. Two largo 
hotels and Borne dwellings aro also being 
built. Real estate is active and selling at 
good figures, which will advance rapidly 
during the next thirty days. Many pros- 
pectors for the Slocau and tho upper coun- 
try aro already going into Kaslo to prepare 
their outfits for the summer's work. 

'Just before starting to Spokane I bought 
a half interest in tho Bimetallic claim from 
Mike Hayden. This is on the extension of 
the Paine and Washington, tho other half 
being controlled by W. F. Kennedy, of this 
city. There has been little work done on 
this property, but we expect to develop it 
this spring. There are muny mineral sales 
reported every week, at prices that show 
contidence in tho country. 

"Oro is still coming in steadily from the 
Washington, Mountain Chief and Freddie 
Leo mines, and they aro all reported as 
making a good showing." 

Miners arriving from Nelson state that 
thoro is no longer any doubt that the 
Silver King is to bo reopened thiB spring by 
its English owners. It is expected that 
400 or 500 men will bo employed beforo the 
1st of July. 

Many small mines in tho neighborhood of 
Nelson are to bo developed this spring, and 
tho citizens believe the camp will be the 
heaviest producer north of t ho boundary 
within six months. The building of tho 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard railway is ex- 
pected to stiir.ulato development of the 
mines, as it has already advanced prices of 
real estate. Altogether they predict that 
1893 will be the best year in tho history of 
the town.

THE GOTHENBURG SYSTEM. 

To Tim Editor : — We aro hearing a goorl 
dfjul about by-laws to limit the liquor trade. 
Would it not bo well to consider whether it 
is not possible at this time to introduce 
some other system of limiting tho litjuor 
trade within the municipality of Victoria ; 
and also, now that the Legislature is in sit- 
ting, throughout the. Province of British 
Columbia ? England and several of the con- 
tinental nations arc seriously thinking of 
enforcing the Gothenburg system, which 
has been found so beneficial in Scandinavia, 
and, indeed, wherever it has been tried. A 
few statistics taken from the returns of the 
city of Gothenburg, where tho system was 
just tried, might open tho eyea of our tem- 
perance reformers and those interested in 
the temperance c:uise in Victoria. 

In tho course of tho last 17 years, by the 
vitul statistics of Gothenburg delirium tre- 
mens has dropped 00 per cent. The popu- 
lation has increased from b'6,000 to 97,000 
but the consumption of spirits per head has 
fallen from 27 litres to Hi litres, and convic- 
tions for drunkenness have alto fallen. A 
very ruinous system of Belling upon credit 
has been stopped. Purchase by iavor dono 
away with. Only first class houses are 
allowed. Instead of ono harper 785 inhabi- 
tants only one per 1,090 was allowed. No 
selling of liquor to persons under age, and 
nono but stato tested unadulterated liquor 
sold. Tho common custom of tho seller to 
drink with his customer ceased. Necessary 
food and tea and cofleo supplied at ordinary 
rates at every bar, on which alone tho seller 
makes a profit. How these important fac- 
tors, it enforced, would striko at some of 
tho worst curses of Victoria and savo many 
from ruin ! 

Another example ia tho city of Bergen, 
Norway. Apprehensions from drunkenness 
fell from 1,113 in 18S7 to 72!) in 1889. Tho 
consumption of liquor also steadily decreas- 
ed. As a result of the sale of liquor in this 
town the municipality have benefited to the 
extent of nearly i? 1,000,000, which has been 
spent in charitable and other necessary im- 
provements in the city. This laBt item ia 
onough to rcuEe the municipal reformers of 
Victoria to a consideration of applying tho 
sime system in our own capital. Fancy 
$4,000,000 in tho depleted exchequer of the 
city of Victoria. What would they do with 
it? Thero is no city where tho system could 



The Nippon Yusen KuisLa to Estab- 
lish Two Very Important 
Steamship Liues- 

Their Modern Vessels to be Built in 
England, Suitable for Service 
as Cruisers. 

Captain MaoMillan, of the Nippon Yu- 
shon Kaisba lino of steamships, operated 
from Japan, spent yesterday in Victoria, on 
hia way to London in tho interest of the 
largest steamboat schemo in which tho Jap- 
anese havo yet figured. Matters had not 
boon finally Bottled when ho left Yokohama, 
tho subsidy bill passed by the Lower House 
nothaving.at that time, received the assentof 
the Upper Chamber. That tho measure 
would pass was, however, all but certain, 
so tho scheme may now bo referred to as 
having already reached a satisfactory con- 
summation. Tho Nippon Yushen Kaisha 
steamors havo, in the past, dono consider- 
able business between Australia and Japan, 
besides participating in tho profits of 
tho coasting trade. Tho voyages to the 
Antipodes, the first of which were made by 
Captain MaoMillan, proved successful in 
every sense, and the company became im- 
pressed with the belief that a lino of fast 
and thoroughly equipped vessels plying at 
regular intervals would prove highly profit- 
able, especially if operated in connection 
with a second lino running from Yokohama 
to London, via Indian ports. Tho matter 
was laid before the representatives of the 
people of Japan in Parliament, and was re- 
ceived with favor— tho Japanese are very 
anxious to sco a creditable merchant navy 
under their flag— and an amount of subsidy 
was finally agreed upon. As soon aa 
thia subsidy by the passage of tho 
bill becomes law, tho contract will 
bo awarded in England for the construction 
of tho fine new steamships to be utilized, 
and Captain MaoMillan will overseo their 
building. Henco it is that his present trip 
to England, which was originally intended 
to be of nine months duration, will probably 
detain him in the old land for the better 
part of two years. 

"Tho CP. R. people have revolutionized 
ocean trade," said Capt. MaoMillan yester- 
day, "they give their passengers such splen- 
did attention and such excoilent accommo- 
dation in every way that tourists Boon learn 
to expect and demand similar good treat- 
ment wherever they go, and tho other lines 
have to bestir themselves or lose business. 
Consequently our now eteamers, while not 
as large as tho Empresses, will be just as 
handsome and just as luxuriously appointed. 

" Wo shall make monthly trips to Aus- 
tralia at first, and I am certain will fiud 
plenty of businesa— the field ia practically 
undeveloped. The new ships will bo fast 
*ud thoroughly modern. They will, I ex- 
pect, bo armored in part, and armed, for 
they are to bo utilized by tho Japanese 
Government aa cruisers in time of war, the 
arrungement being Bimilar to that made by 
tho British authorities for the use of the 
Empresses ahould the occaaion ever arise 
for their boing pressed into service." 

APPOINTING A TAX COLLECTOR 

To the Editor : — I was very much sur- 
prised at the extraordinary proceduro of 
some of tho aldermen at the mooting of the 
Council on Thursday evening last, by the 
maimer in which they appointed a tax col- 
lector for the year 1893. Tenders were 
called for, and many responded; a large 
majority of them being five per cent, and 
under, but our economical Council (before 
election) or rather some of them ignoring 
small things, make the award to one whose 
tender was next to the highest on the list, — 
viz: eight percent., or double the amount of 
tho lowest. Why did they not go to Mr. 
Carter and ask him what he would do the 
collecting for and givo him tho contract, 
and save the trouble and expense of calling 
for tendors, thus saving themselves boing 
shown up as parties to favoritism, or poli- 
tical wire pulling, and giving away double 
tho amount of money belonging to the Cor- 
poration ? 

All honor is due to those Aldermen who 
voted against such proceedings, especially 
Aid. Baker, who stood up manfully antl 
fought against it. I think now the proper 
thing to do is for tho taxpayers to pay their 
money direct to tho treasurer and ask that 
the commission may be applied for the bene- 
fit of the city and giving the unemployed 
labor, or, possibly, it might be a good idea 
to raise tho salary of some of our over- 
worked, money-saving aldermen.

But, up to tho present, no de- 
cision haa been reached as to tho form in 
which aid to these people can be given or 
us to tho amount that the Government can 
afford to expend upon this particular road. 

Tho representatives of tho- Kaslo Slocan 
camp who aro in the city are willing to 
stake their caae upon the principle laid 
down in the above quoted extract from the 
Finance Minister's speech. The people of 
Kaslo have been willing to assist in tho con- 
struction of their road to tho extent of 
S.iO.OOO, besides many thouaanda more spent 
in other public worka. 

They claim that there is nothing in sight 
in the Province, and that thero never was 
anything in sight in tho^Piovince, of equal 
magnitude or promise with tho ores in 
Bight in the Slocan camp.

whoso duty it would be to find out whether 
work could not bo found for the idlo men 
from privute poraons, from the Corporation, 
and from Government. This committee 
should bo composed of men of action and 
not of more talkers. 

We trust that men of ability and influence 
will take this matter in hand with the view 
of seeing how many unemployed parsons 
there are in the city, and what em bo done 
to help them. It is very difficult to got ac- 
curate information aa to tho number of tho 
unemployed and as to their condition, But 
if the distress ia as it ia represented to he 
something should he dono and done at once. 



THE UNEMPLOYED. 

It is most unfortunate that tltero aro a 
cumber of unemployed men in this city. 
Thero is in our opinion no man more en 
titled to the sympathy and the help of his 
fellow-citizens than the honest industrious 
man who needs work and cannot get it. 
Wo aro very sure that if any scheme could 
bo devised to give the men without work in 
the city tho employment thoy aro looking 
for and tbot they need so badly, there is 
not a wcll-dispoaed citizen, high or low 
rich or poor, who would not do what he 
cm to advance it and to make it efieetive, 
It ia to bo regrotted that tho promoters of 
the meeting wero not prepared to suggest 
somo feasible plun by which the men want- 
ing employment in Victoria might have 
something to do. The resolution submitted 
to the meeting does not appear to be as 
practical as it might have been. What the 
men want is work, und they want it now. 
Complaints about the inducements that had 
been held out to them to come to British 
Columbia, however well grounded they may 
bo, cun give them no immediate relief. It 
is the old unprofitable lament of crying over 
spilt milk. The milk may have been the 
best ever yielded by a cow, but crying will 
not bring it back again ; neither will de- 
nunciation of booms and land laws, whether 
reasonable or unreasonable, help the unem- 
ployed in the slightest degree. Those who 
to men suffering for want of work oder re- 
forms that will, even if they aro as bene- 
ficial as their advocates represent them to 
be, take years to bring about and ns many 
years more to produce the pro- 
mised results, occupy the place of 
thoso who offer a starving man a 
stono instead of breid. If the theories of 
the land reformors wore unquestionably 
sound, ventilating them at a meeting con- 
vened for tho express purpose of devising 
ways and means to relieve unemployed 
workingnion appours to us a stupidly heart- 
less way of treating mon who are reully in 
troublo for want of work. Even ventilat- 
ing tho Chinese griovance ie at this time a 
most unsatisfactory substitute for the work 
and wages which tho men, to help whom 
the mooting was convened, need. W hat 
thoso men wanted was not talk, but such 
assistance ns solf respecting men could uc- 
cept without being lowered in their own 
esteem. What they got was a number of 
speeches which bad very littlo bearing on 
the matter boforo tho meeting, but no help 
whatever. This is not tho way . in which 
mon who really feel for tho troubles that 
alllict their fellow-citizens express their 
sympathy. 

"Wo trust that practical men 'will direct 
their attention to this matter with the view 
of Joins? what cm bo dono for the mon out 
of work, Such mon would tako somo means 
of ascertaining tho number of the unem- 
ployed thero are in tho city who would work 
if omploymont wero found for them. They 
would ioquiro if thoro is any actual distress 
among them, and they would set ubout do 
vising some means to alloviate that distress 



ON TIIE HIGHT TRACK. 

We aro glad to soo that Colonel Prior has 
mado a motion which will have tho effect of 
convincing the people of the Eastern pro- 
vinces that British Columbia has not been 
fairly treated by tho Dominion. As this 
Province pays to tho genornl revenue 
three times as much aa the other 
provinces and gets only its pro rata 
share according to population of tho 
appropriations, it cm bo aeon at a 
glance that she ia very far indeed from 
being justly dealt with. If British Colum- 
bia paid into the Federal Treasury only as 
much in proportion to the population us tho 
other provinces of tho Dominion bIio would 
have moro thann million dollars evoryyear to 
spend for local purpoaos. Why this Province 
should bo forced to pay proportionately threo 
times us much ns tho other provinces towards 
the maintenance of the Dominion Govern- 
ment no ono can see. In strict justice every 
dollar sho pays moro than the average 
should be returned to her cither in tho 
shape of hard cash or in public works of ono 
kind or another. A cash refund would, 
however, while it would be only just, bo 
preferable. When tho representatives of 
the othpr provinces consider that this 
young and weak Province pays to tho 
Dominion one million dollar* a year moro 
than her fair share they will see that she is 
entitled to moro than liberal treatment at 
their hands. It is to bo hoped that the 
Colonel will not loso any opportun- 
ity of reminding Parliament ot tho 
true financial position of the 
Province ho represents with respect to tho 
other members of tho confederation. It is 
only by being persevering, and oven per- 
tinacious, that he can hope to make any im- 
pression on the members from the other 
side of the Rocky Mountains, Britiah 
Columbia being so far away and having so 
small a representation in tho House, thoso 
members are upt to look upon her as insig- 
nificant, and to regard her presentation of 
her claims us somewhat of a bore. But it 
ia the business of the Britiah Columbia 
members to disabuse their minds of this 
idea and to make them understand that, 
from a financial point of view, a Britiah 
Columbia member is as good aa three mem- 
bers from some of tho provincca, and aa 
five or six from others. 



bo had, and tho new-comers complain that 
thoy have been deceived. But if they think 
over tho matter they will have to 
admit that nothing has happoned 
that could not have been foroseou 
by intelligent and reflecting people. 
The fault, it ia easily aeen, is not in the Pro- 
vince, for if British Columbia had been an 
undeveloped Eden, it would have, under the 
samo circumstances, tho samo ditlieulties to 
onoounter, Tho history of other new 
countries is repeating itself here. Iu a 
littlo while tho present stringency will pass 
away; those now unemployed will find work 
and hundreds of thousands besides will 
make British Columbia their homo. Any 
man who looka about him with an eye of 
intelligence muBt soo that the resources of 
this Province can as readily aupport and 
givo work to a million of people as thoy do 
now to ono hundred thousand. But tho 
chango will bo mado gradually and with 
many upa and downs. Tho downs will, 
however, bo only apparent, for tho progress 
of this Pacific Province will bo steadily up 
ward and onward.

HO W IT COMES TO PASS. 

There are a good many ways of account- 
ing for the fact that thero are aomo men in 
Britiah Columbia who are able to work and 
willing to work hut who can find no work 
to do. It must not bo forgotten that tho 
same complaint is mude in ovcry state and 
province and city on this continent. Evon 
on the Pacific Coast, where it might bo sup- 
posed there are work and wages for every 
man and woman able and willing to work, 
there ia a dearth of employment in many 
places. We see that a San Francisco paper 
ia disturbed over "the anomaly of an army 
of unemployed mon and women," and pat- 
riotic Californians are seeking for a remedy 
for this unfortunate Btateof things. In the 
state of Oregon man are seeking work, and 
in too many cases finding none, and in Wash- 
ington state the samo unhappy condition 
of things exists. It, therefore, must not be 
supposed that Victoria is tho only city on 
tho coast in which tho supply of lubor ex- 
ceeds tho demand. 

It is, after all, not surprising that this 
should be the case in British Columbia. 
This Provinco ia comparatively young and 
its population small. Although the field for 
labor hero ia practically unbounded, the 
avuiluble part of it just now is small and 
easily supplied. The immigration which a 
community of one hundred thousand can 
readily absorb is necessarily limited. If 
more people come into tho Province than 
can get employment in tho industries that 
aro already established it can easily be seen 
that there will bo temporary disturbance. 
Whore there aro four people to do the work 
that can easily bo performed by threo, ono 
of iliem must bo idle until work is found 
for tlje fourth man in the extension of 
an old industry or in tho establishment of 
a now one. This has to a certain extent 
been the case in this Province. Although 
it is progressing at a rapid rate, as the last 
census shows, many people, attracted by 
the good accounts, not by any means untrue, 
that aro given of ita resourcea, its climate, 
and tho wages oarned by mechanics and 
laboring men, have come to it expecting to 
find work. But tho community being, as 
wo have already said, small, haa not readily 
adjusted itself to tho now condition, and 



CONFIRMATION STRONG. 

Thero has boon a good deal of discussion 
as to what did really tako plaoo in Wash- 
ington in February, 1891, when Sir John 
Thompson, Hon. Mackenzie Bowell and 
Hon. George £. Poster went thero to con 
fer with tho U. S. Secretary of Stato on 
several matters, a reciprocity treaty being 
ono of them. During tho election cam 
paign a month afterwards, when tho Gov 
eminent supporters affirmed that the 
United States would not agree to any reel 
procity treaty which did not discriminate 
against Great Britain, tho Liberala affected 
not to believe them, and stoutly maintained 
that deception had been uaed aa to what 
had taken place in Washington. On the 
7th inBt. tho minutes of tho proceedings of 
tho February conference were luid on the 
table of tho Ilouao of Commons by tho Hon. 
Mr. Foster. Theao minutes confirm what 
the Ministers had said in every particular, 
as the following extract from thorn will 
show : 

Mr. Foster opened the discussion by stat- 
ing that the suggestion mado by Canada In 
December, 1S90, Was for a renewal of the 
reciprocity treaty of 1S51, with such modi- 
fications and extensions as tho changed con- 
ditiona might make necessary. 

Mr. Blaine, with the treaty ot 1834 before 
him, said that article of tho treaty relating 
to fishing might bo left for aeparate con- 
sideration, and hiking up tho liat of free 
goods established by that treaty, remarked 
that all these goods aro produced by the 
United States. 

Mr. Foster reminded Mr. Blaine of tho 
several natural producra of the Uuited States 
which now obtain a Canadian market in 
largo quantities, and which would bo re- 
ceived in far greater quantities if ad- 
mitted free. 

After considerable discussion on this 
point, Mr. Jiluiuo stated that a proposal for 
a treaty based on natural products ulone 
could not be discussed, us it would lack the 
essential element of an arrangement for re- 
ciprocity as fur ns tho Uuited States is con- 
cerned. If a proposition could bo made for 
"taking down the bars " it would bo quite 
another question. 

Gon. Foster auid that Mr. Blaine had ro- 
plied to us that a treaty for natural pro- 
duets only could not be discussed. He wished 
to know from ua whether we were prepared 
to discuss a tie ity which would include 
American manufactures generally. 

Mr. Blaine added that American manu- 
factures must bo included in order to givo 
the United States uny benefit from the 
treaty. Ho would like to receive a pro- 
position from the Canadian Ministers on 
this basis. 

Mr. Foster, while combating tho proposi- 
tion that tho United States would only re- 
ceive benefit from a treaty from Canada 
which would include manufactured articles, 
proceeded to say that before considering 
what proposition might bo made on the 
part of Canada for including such articles, 
the Canadian Government would require to 
know whethor the United States would in- 
sist on differential treatment, or whether 
Canada would bo free to accord tho same 
terms to other countries, 

Mr. Blaine replied that the treaty would 
bo of no benefit to the United Statea if the 
like treatment wore given to other coun- 
tries, especially aa Great Britain was in ac- 
tive competition with the United Statea in 
almost every line of manufacture. He 
added : " We should expect to have tho 
Canadians to compete iu manufacturing, 
but no ono else. " 

Ho admitted that such a proposition 
affects Canada differently from tho way in 
which it would uffect an independent conn 
try. He said : " Wo experienced tho 
peculiar ditlieulties a short time ago of 
negotiating a treaty with a country which 
has a sovereign arm extended over her."

Tho 
samo wub true of tho officers of the 
Japanese frigate, which had recently ar- 
rived in tho harbor, and tho letter giving 
this information stated that they aeemod 
to bo noting under tho influence 
of tho Britiali oliicials. The reception given 
Captain Wiltse on the United States steam- 
ship Boston, just prior to his departure from 
the islands for San Francisco, was tho larg- 
est social affair ever held in Honolulu. The 
affair waa given under the auspices of the 
Provisional Government and leading citi-

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PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Third Session of tuc SItth Parliament. 

THIRTIETH PAY. 

Tuesday, March 14, 1S93. 
Tho Speaker took tho chair at 3 o'clock. 
Prayers by Rev. W. D. ISurber. 

NELSON AN D ARROW LAKE CO. 

Mil. Booth, from tho Railway commit- 
tee, reported tho preamble proved of a bill 
to incorporate tho Nolaon and Arrow Lako 
Railway Company. 

THE 11UDGET DEBATE. 

Mb. Martin resumed tho adjourned de- 
bate on tho budget. Ho criticized tho hon. 
junior member for Wcotminstcr district 
(Mr. Sword), who had complained that tho 
Estimates did not show sumcieut considera- 
tion to his district. Ho claimed that tho 
Government had been exceedingly liberal, 
more particularly in regard to the proposed 
new traffic bridge. Without making any 
complaint, ho would Bay ho would liko to 
have seen a grant mado towards the estab- 
lishment of an old men's homo at Kam- 
locps. Such an institution would be of 
great benefit to tho interior, and would 
roliovo very much tho Royal Inland 
hospital at Kt,mloopa— a hospital which had 
done great good in the Province. Ho wish- 
ed there had been an appropriation to build 
a road down to the Rock creek mines, whero 
thero was great development going on, and 
expected to bo continued. Thero was an- 
other thing too, he thought somo help should 
bo given to clear the old trunk road near 
Lytton, which wua in such a aliapo since the 
building of tho CP. R. that peoplo simply 
could not get out of Lytton by wagon. Ho 
•was no champion of tho CP R , but ho 
could not but protest against the continued 
abuse by some hon. members of that com 
pany simply because it wua a great corpora 
tion. Another thing, ho had noticed yea 
terday a steamer come into the harbor Irom 
tho American side just laden down to tho 
gunwales with produce. Why could not 
something bo done to encourage tho farmers 
of British Columbia to such at. extent that 
they would be able to keep this trade 
at home by raising all tho 
produco that wae necessary '! (Hear, hear.) 
He believed this could be done by improv- 
ing the means of communication so that tho 
farmers could got out to market. (Ap 
plause. ) 

Dr. Milne defended tho junior member 
for Yale (Mr. Semlin), who, ho said, had on 
previous occasions crossod swords with the 
hon. Chief Commissioner, and had come out 
of tho froy with honor to himself. In re- 
ferring to tho supplementary estimatos for 
18<J3, he claimed that the Government had 
not been equal to its task when it was not 
able to include all this in tho regular esti 
mates brought down last year. No doubt 
there would ho supplementariea next year 
too which would increaso tho defkit. The 
expenditure, he urged, should bo kept with 
in the revenue. It was no defonco to say 
tho money had been spent for the public 
good. What was to become of tho country 
when the loan was all gone ? No doubt the 
House would then be asked to vote another 
million dollar loan. There were some 
05,000 peoplo in tho Province and tho 
public debt waB in round figurea over three 
millions. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— Give us tho figureB. 

Dr. MlLNE continued that the debD was 
$2,730,000, or about S42 per head. In On- 
tario there was always a Burplus of cash in 
tho treasury of from four to aix million 
dollars, but hero, under the present regime, 
the Province was going backward instead of 
forward. He thought the Government was 
to be censured for not paying moro atten- 
tion to the agricultural community. Tho 
iron and ateel industry should be encouraged 
and tho same would apply to ship building, 
Tho Government, ho thought, should pro 
vide work for the unemployed by encourag 
ing these induBtries. Ho advocated the 
repeal of the tax on mortgages, which he 
said was oppressive on the borrower. 
When tho Public Health Act becamo 
law, ho hoped it would be enforced in a 
broad and liberal spirit. Last session there 
had been a most important measure brought 
before the House— tho Crofter bill. What 
had become of that bill now ? All tho refer 
ence there was to it was in the Speech from 
the Throne. Ho waa informed on good 
authority that the Crofters themselves were 
■wary of coming out here, and that only five 
had mado application tocomo. (Laughter.) 
Tho fact waa the scheme was too much in 
favor of tho monopolist, and juat as soon aa 
the corporation failed in its duty the sot 
tlera would bo thrown back on the Govern 
mont, who had to take all tho risk and aa 
sume all tho responsibility. Last year, too, 
a vote had been mado tor another cabinot 
minister. It was deemed urgent then that 
thero should bo another minister, and why 
not ? Thero waa plenty of material. For 
instance, the second member for 
Yale (Mr. Martin) had for years had one 
leg in tho cabinet ; why not have him ? 

Mr. Cotton— Hear, hear. 

Dr. Milne could also recommend the 
junior member for Vancouver (Mr. Home) 
who, in intellectual culibro would compare 
very favorably with the hon. the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works. Why 
was there not an allowance in the estimates 
for tho rift h minister! 

Hon. Mr. Turner— It ia there. (Laugh- 
ter.) 

Dr. Milne confessed lie had not seen it, 
but if it waa there why did not the Govern- 
ment make the appointment? In couulu 
sion, he hoped the Redistribution bill would 
be a fair and comprehensive measure which 
would do justice to all. f'._ 

Hon. Mr. Davie said that tho debate had 
proccedeil in a most irregular manner. Th 
hon. gentlemen opposite seemed incapable 
of a vigorous or spirited attack on tho Gov 
crnment, the leader of tho Opposition 
seeming desirouB of keeping himself in the 
background and pushing forward aome of 
tho less prominent and less important 
membera of his party to do tho speaking. 
It was in thia scuso that ho understood 
tho romarka mado yesterday by tho hon. 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works, 
and not, as somo hon. member of tho House 
seemed to think, in tho light of a personal 
reflection or disparagement on. his hon. 
friend tho third member for Yalo (Mr. 
Semlin). As for the opinions of tho votcrH 
of Yale upon tho merits of tho hon. Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works his recol- 
lection waa that when theso gentlemen had 
been before the people for ro-election, thero 
was only ono occasion out of seven or eight 
election when the hon. Chiof .Commissioner 
did not have a largo majority over tho 
present third momber (Mr. Semlin). Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Davio again referred to tho 
fact that no attack of any importance had 
boon mado upon tho policy of tho Govern- 
ment. This, he said, waa in ono senHo a 
compliment to his hon. friend tho Minister 
of Finance, and would servo to conlim the 
peoplo throughout British Columbia in the 
opinion they had already formed and had 
expressed at the polls that the affairs of tho 
Province were in good hands. Tlio hon. 
gentlemen opposite seemed to be only try- 
ing to feel their way, as it were, in the 
dark. But the hon. third member for Yalo 
had led tho attack, and what kind of an 
atttack waa it? One of tho weakest tho 
House had ever listened to. Immediately 
after Btarting, that hon. gentleman had 
Javorcd tho Houso with as elegant a 



pUces of fiction as he had ever uttered. Ho 
nad told the House that in 1S7S, notwith- 
standing that tho revenue waa much smaller 
than in 1S92, yot in tho first named year 
thero had been comparatively a much larger 
sum spent for public works. 

Mr. SEMLIN— That was speaking gen- 
erally. 

Hon. Mr. Davie retorted that tho hon. 
gentleman waa not speaking generally at 
all, but had given the years in which ho 
said the expenditure was so vastly different, 
and evidently, liko tho third momber for 
Victoria, Dr. Milne, who had undertaken 
to criticiao tho Estimatea without having 
read them, had evidently himself never 
read the Public Accounts of those years 
and compared them, or if he had done so ho 
had forgotten all about them, or he would 
nover havo been led to make such a rash 
statement aa he did. 

Mr. Semlin— Tako a uumbor of years. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— No, wo will tuko just 
tho years you mentioned, and see what 
foundation you had for your statement. He 
continued, showing that in 1S7S, inclusive 
of land sales, tho revenue was § 430, 7X0, tho 
expenditure for works and buildings, in- 
cluding repairs to Government House, 
roads, streota and bridges, and for surveys, 
for tho same year, having been $85,285, or 
about 20 per. cent, of the revenue What 
then would be found in 1802 ? Why in 
that year, according to tho Public Accounts, 
tho sum paid for public works waa $458,- 
355 out of a revenue of $1,020,002, 
or -15 per cent, of tho revenue. What 
did his hon. friend think of thia ? 
Then it had been said that thoro was no 
surplus, that what waa supposed to bu the 
surplus was a myth and a dream, aud tho 
Government waB compared to the Micawber 
character who thanked God when he had 
paid a bill with a promissory note. Such 
an argument left out of sight entirely the 
fact which was alluded to by tho hon. 
Finauce Minister that the money that had 
been spent over and above tho revenue waa 
borrowed for that express purpose. It was 
tho proceeds of a loan that was made, and 
did any hon. gentleman think that this 
money was borrowed for tho purpose of 
having it in tho treasury ? No, nothing 
of tho kind. It was borrowed 
to spend wisely and judiciously in 
roads, streets aud bridges, public works 
and surveys, and tho object for which the 
loan had been raised had been carried out. 
Tho works had been constructed with 
economy, so that there waa still money left 
to further carry on tho work. This over 
expenditure could not be called a deficit, for 
it was counted on, it was provided for and 
it, was incurred with a full knowledge and 
intent. If thero had been u falling off in 
tho actual revenue estimated, if tho money 
that should have come into the treasury 
from this source had failed to come in, then 
it would bo a deficit, but not so with tho 
over expenditure covered by tho loan, 
Before passing on he would allude to tho 
cost of government , aud would single out 1874, 
as in that year the hon. leader of the Op- 
position had been in power. In that 
year tho revenue, leHs tho Dominion sub- 
aidiea, had been $144,470, and yet the 
amount paid out for civil salaries waa $8(3,- 
310, or what amounted to CO per cent, of 
the revenue proper. In 1S92-93 the civil 
aalaries were only 25 per cent, not withstand- 
ing the increased development of tho Pro- 
vince and increased population. Then again, 
tho hon. gentleman (Or. Milne) had at- 
tempted to make a comparison with tho 
Province of Ontario, aud had mado a state- 
ment that there was a balance ,of some $6,- 
000,000 in tho treasury of that province. 
He did not know whether this was the fact 
or not, yet if it was true that thia 
money waa in the treasury, he did not 
think that it waa anything particularly to 
tho credit of the provinco of Ontario to 
havo thia money lying idlo when all or some 
of it could bo usod for tho benefit of tho 
country. But even supposing that money 
were in the Ontario treasury— it waa a fact 
that tho present government of Sir Oliver 
Mowat had been in power for 20 years. 
When Sir Oliver assumed the reins of power, 
what did he tako over? Had he to tako 
over a bankrupt treasury? No, ho took over 
a cash balance, no fictitious balance, but I ho 
actual cash, to tho tune of over four mil- 
lions, from tho government of SandBold 
Macdonald. It would indeed havo been 
strange if the financial policy of that Gov- 
ernment, with ordinary care, would not 
have been successful. Did tho present" Gov- 
ernment in this Province, or rather the 
Smytho Government, from which thia Gov- 
ernment was descended, have anything of 
tho sort as a legacy from the Government 
thatwasinpowerbc-fore them? Wasthereover 
such a state of things us this here? No one who 
remembered tho condition of affairs would 
say so. Tho credit of the country 
then was at a very low ebb. Ho 
could remember the time, during the reign 
of the Government of which tho leader of 
tho Opposition was a member, when it was 
necessary to raise a loan of $30,000 at S 
per cent, interest, and the Province h»d to 
pay a commission to a broker of $000 to 
raise it. Be it remembered that ho did not 
blame those who were iu power at the time 
for thia state of things, but that ia the way 
they existed, and this waa the kind of a 
financial position that tho Smytho Govern- 
ment and its several successors siuco had to 
build up and place on a strong, sound foot- 
ing. However, passing this, ainco he had 
heard of that wonderful surplus they 
had in the Province of Ontario 
he had tried; to look the matter up. 
He had in his hand a copy of the Ontario 
Public Accounts for the year 1801, which 
showed a credit balance in various hanks 
amounting to $U1,0S7, but from this he 
found deducted overdrafts of $71,80!), on 
which no doubt tho Provinco of Ontario 
had to pay interest, aud though ho was not 
much of a financier, he did not know what 
kind of economy it was when a man had 
money in the bank and then went and bor- 
rowed money for his special needs. But in 
looking at theso accounts ho saw that tho 
balance of tho Provinco of Ontario waa not 
placed at the modest sum claimed by tho 
hon. member for Victoria City (Dr. Milne). 
It was away boyond that, some thirteen 
millions. This waa a good-looking balance, 
bnt all he had to say waa that if the Provinco 
of British Columbia were to keep its accounts 
in tho same way, to count up ita assets in 
tho samo way that Ontario did, she, too, 
would havo a big balance ; ho would not 
say that it would bo aa largo aa tho balance 
of Ontario, but it would nevertheless bo 
very rospectahlo. Tho assets of Ontario, «3 
ho read them from the Public Accounts, 
included all tho public works, tho now par- 
liament buildings and tho old onea, tho 
Government House and tho Mercor Asylum 
and Central Prison, and numberless other 
public works. There was a whole string of 
things, and British Columbia could havo a 
muoh better shewing in proportion to her 
population if it were proposed to 'adopt any 
such kind of bookkeeping, If British Col- 
umbia wanted to do it, she might easily 
Oapitaliza her Dominion subsidy, which was 
a regular income secured to her in perpe- 
tuity. Thia waa worth at least twenty 
years' purchase at 5 per cent,., which would 
be in tho neighborhood of $0,000,000 of an 
"aHset." DedUOtfrom thia all tho liabilities 
of the Provinco, and then tho Miuiater of 
Finanoe could come out before tho peoplo 
and declare that without counting tho pub- 
lie works of tho Provinco aa assets at all, 



thero were aaseta to the credit of tho Prov- 
nco to tho extent of over $3,800,000 after 
all loans and claims of every description 
had been paid, But his hon. colleaguo 
tho Finance Minister did not liko that 
kind of way of doing business and preferred 
to make a plain statement of tho assota and 
liabilities of tho Provinco in auch away that 
every ono could understand it. Then, 
again, thero had been another suggestion 
made, that was that tho money of tho 
Province had not been iu tho past, in the 
matter of public works, spent fairly and 
equally as between tho Island and the Main- 
land; ho vigorously combatted thia state- 
ment which waa aa incorrect as it was 
foolish. Since ho had hoard it mado he 
had tried to recall somo of the several 
amounts of money that had been spent in 
public works, exclusive of roada, during the 
past six or seven years, and without going 
into tho public accounts for tho purpoao of 
finding out tho exact sums that had been 
expended, ho had jotted down tho following, 
which wero some of thorn. Tho list had 
been culled hurriedly from tho accounts 
and was anything but comprehensive :

These items, ho said, amounted to up- 
wards of $4,'i0,0U0 in all, aud aa hon. mem- 
bers would Beo thero had been $88,100 
apent on the Island and $340,000 on the 
Mainland. Did this look aa though tho 
Government was starving tho Mainland and 
treating it with beggarly meanness? It 
certainly did not. Ho denied most em- 
phatically that there was any unfairness at 
all, or tho semblauco of it, aa regards the 
expenditure of public money ; on tho con 
trary, tho money had been fairly and equtt 
ably paid out in accordance with tho ueodB 
and requirements of tho country, which 
alone were the guides. Referring to a re- 
mark mado by tho hon. member for Van- 
couver city (Mr. Cotton) that tho Inde- 
pendents in the Hou«e were the wet nutses 
for the Government, all he had to say wua 
that if they were tho wet nurses tho milk 
that they would liko to muke the Govern- 
ment tako was a very poisonous and bout 
article, and the Government could not but 
refuse to accept any such nourishment as 
that. (Laughter.) Th<5 Houso had heard 
tho hon. member (Mr. Cotton) lauding 
up to tho skiea tho constituencies 
of tho hon. mefnbers from Alberni, 
Cariboo and the Islands, and telling what 
tho Independents — tor he spoke, as ho told 
ua, as the leader of tho party — would do for 
them and for their constituencies if they 
would foraako tho Government and join as 
traitors the ranks of the malcontents for the 
purpose of defeating, if that wero po3siblo, 
tho Government. "Walk into my parlor 
said the spider to tho fly." But the mem- 
bers for these constituencies were not made 
of such stuff ua to be led with Buch soft soap 
and trash as that. They wero getting jus- 
tice from this Government for their con- 
stituents, and being content with tho gen- 
oral policy'of tho Government, wore not 
likely to listen to tho blandishments of those 
who wished them to become Ju- 
dasea that in turn they might be 
subjected to Judae' fate. Continuing, Hon. 
Mr. Davio referred to the consolidation of 
the debt of tho Province under the Inscribed 
Stock Act and the issue of inscribed stock 
by which, as had been explained by tho 
Minister of Finance, there wua a aaving to 
tho Provinco in interest, per annum, of 
$24,000, which was a considerable aum of 
money, That of itself wa8 suflicient almost 
to pay the sinking fund and interest of tho 
loan it waa proposed to float for the build- 
ing of new public buildings, but thia waa a 
matter to which ho would refer later on, 
not wishing now to transgress tho rulea of 
order, moro especially as other hon. 
membera had been prevented from doing 
so. Four per cent, on $000,000, tho cost 
of tho buildings amounts to $24,000 per 
annum, the exact amount that had been 
saved by tho good financing of tho Minister 
of Finance. So that by one successful aud 
careful financial operation of hia hon, friend, 
the Minister of Finance, the price of the 
buildings, or nearly bo, had been made. 
One of the hon. members who had spoken 
(Mr, Grant) had told us what ought to bo 
dono to the Dominion Government. He 
was belligerent, and would go to tho Dom- 
inion and shake his fist at them and wring 
justice out of them. Such talk was non- 
sense. The Provinco could not do as it 
liked with the Dominion Government. It 
was impossible to tako them up and wring 
their necks, aa had been suggested, if the 
Province did not immediately get all that 
was wanted. Thero wero not as 
great grievances now as had existed. 
The representation at Ottawa wua small, but 
atill had succeeded in getting moro justice 
than had been meted out heretofore. Tho 
Provincial Government also had made all 
representations possible, but results coi 
not be obtained from any bullying such 
was recommended. Diplomacy and tact 
had to bo and had been used. Tho real 
remedy would not be had until population 
had largely increased and the representation 
of tho Province was larger, and the Prov- 
inco was thus given a louder voico in the 
great council of tho Dominion. Aa ho had 
on a previous occasion Baid, tho Province 
when it went into Confederation had mur- 
ried into a poor family, and it could not be 
holpod for tho timo being, if for tho general 
benefit of the Dominion, tho Province had 
to put up with Bomo injustice. But tho Do 
minion Government wero evidently walking 
up to the necessities of this Province, and 
aa waa shown by their promise to give new 
quarantine buildings and othor needed works 
at onco, they wero more willing that a ro- 
turn should bo mado to the Provinco for the 
money that was being annually paid into tho 
Dominion treasury, ana ne could assure 
hon. membera of tho House that thero had 
been no lack of effort in pointing out to tho 
Dominion Government whore and in what 
way the inju8tico waa being done. These 
grievances, however, would right themselves 
when thopopulationcf tho Provincoincreaaed 
Ono of the hon. membera for Victoria City 
(Dr. Milne) in course of his remarks had 
roforred to tho Health bill, and iu doing to 
took occasion to air a grievance ho 
had as to tho action of tho Gov- 
ernment in the smallpox outbreak of last 
aumnier. Thero wua now little need to re- 
fer to this for tho report of the commission 
appointed to inquire into the matter had 
been laid before tho House. When tho bill 
waa introduced that hon. member and 
others on his Bide of tho Houau had said 
" wait for tho report of tho commission," 
but, nevertheless, in the absence of tho ro- 
port, tho principlo of tho bill waa adopted 
by tho House. Just after that, however, 
tho report had been brought down, and 
what did it Bay ? Why, in languogo that 



was plain and untnistakeable, it justified 
tho aotion of tho Government in 
every particular, and aince that, 
until now, tho hon. members of the 
Opposition had been singularly dumb in 
tho matter of tho report. (Luighter.) 
Roferenco had beeu mado by the hon. gen- 
tlemau for Victoria City (Dr. Milne) to the 
Crofter scheme. Tho papers in connection 
with thia matter had not yot come down to 
tho House. Ho thought the hon. gentle- 
men opposite would havo called for them, 
but ho could eay that, far from being dead, 
tho proposition was going on very well. 
The Government of tho day had been able 
to make even a better arrangement with the 
syndicate than the one that waa at first made. 
They had arranged that tho syndicato 
should tako ita land in alternate blocks, aud 
had made arrangements for the settlement of 
tho Crofters. These wero provisions which 
tho lato hon. Prouder, John Robson, would 
havo mado if ho had lived to carry out 
tho enterprise, but after his lamentable aud 
unfortunate death, the now Government had 
carried theso changes out. Only yesterday ho 
had had a conversation with a former director 
of tho syndicato and had been told by him 
that matters wero progressing very favor- 
ably, and ho could assuro the hon. member 
(Dr. Milne) that far from there having been 
only Bix applicants to como here, there had 
beeu soma ninety beads of families 
who had proposed to take ad- 
vantage of it. Theso were not 
only Croftera from what wero known aa tho 
Crofter districts, out were alao from other 
places. Ho did not propose at this timo to 
go into tho Redistribution bill, which it was 
proposed to bring down to the Houso, but 
would only say about it that it would bo a 
measure which would be in the interests of 
tho country, and would do justice 
to all parties concerned. It would 
be tho object of tho (iovernment to 
give satisfaction to all reasonable men. 
(Applause,) Tho momber for Victoria City 
(Dr. Milne) had alao said that the Govern- 
ment was afraid to open a constituency, but, 
ho was wrong here. His hon. friend the 
Provincial Secretary had to go back to his 
constituency for re-election. Hero was a 
ohance for tho' Opposition to havo shown 
their strength, hut what did they do? 
They let the election go by default, and 
were afraid to put a man in the field. 
(Laughter. ) He received with pleasure tho 
suggestion of the hon. member for Van- 
couver (Mr. Cotton) to seek a seat in thut, 
city, and perhaps ho would, if 
alive and in politics at tho 
timo of tho next election, consider 
the suggestion. He had already received 
assurances from many friends thero that, 
should he wish to repreaent tho city in the 
Legislature, they would be happy to havo 
him. (Applause and laughter.) As to 
Dr. Milne's remarks about tho vacant port- 
folio, all he (Mr. Davie) would say waa that 
the Government had no intention of asking 
tho hon. member (Dr. Milne) to fill it 
(laughter) and ho need not be uneasy (re- 
nowod laughter). Concluding, he aaid he 
hoped tho efforts of tho Govern- 
ment would be directed to bring 
about and assist a feeliug of con- 
cord and friendship between all sections of 
tho country, such a feeling aa it should bo 
the honest endeavor of every patriot to 
promoto. (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven felt that there was 
very little left for him to say, but ho did 
not think it right to let soma thinga that 
had been said pa83 without remurk. Ho 
regretted w hat ho called the disparaging 
remarks which had been made by the hon. 
Chief Commissioner of Lands and Works 
against hia hon, friend from Yalo (Mr. 
Semlin), who ho aaid only occupied the 
position he did as their member on account 
of tho patronage of tho Chief Commissioner 
and the influence of the C. P.R. Ho had to 
congratulate tho hon. Finance Minister on 
hia moderation, and ho might Bay modesty, 
which were such us not to provoke an 
attack, but even admitting this the criti- 
cism of tho hon. member for Yalo (Mr. 
Semlin) had been a remarkably clear and 
pungent one. Comparing the balance sheet 
of 1885 with that of 1892 what was found ? 
In 1885 there were assets of $50,000 
over liabilities which had next 
year disappeared and the deficit of 1S8G bad 
gradually increased until it was now over a 
million. He did not think this made a very 
brilliant balance sheet. He claimed the 
balance sheet was not accurate. There 
were sums very close upon $50,000, which, 
while they had to be shown in tho balance 
sheet, could not be counted aa cash assets 
at all. For instance, there wua a sum of 
money in the hands of agents. Everyone 
knew that a portion of this money must 
havo beeu spent, but no accounts having 
been received the sum had to go into the 
balance sheet. Ho wua not one of those 
who believed the reveuuo and expenditure 
at all times should balance, but what had 
tho Government to show for tho money ? 
The Government had simply purchased ita 
Bupport, in fact, bribing the peoplo with 
their own money. If tho reve- 
nue-producing works of tho Pro- 
vince were increasing in proportion 
to tho debt, the Government would bo ono 
that should be supported, but While holding 
this doctrine he declared most strongly 
against what ho called the policy of sub- 
Bid'zitag those districts which supported the 
Government. Aa ti> the mutter of tho con- 
solidation of the public debt, all he had to 
say waa that there was not around that 
transaction any such u halo and glamor as 
the hon. Minister of Finance would lead 
people to auppose. That work had not 
been a profitable transaction to tho Pro- 
vince. Tho amount of the loan of '91 wua 
$970,000. How much did the Province re- 
ceive ? Last year tho Minister of Finance 
had over estimated tho amount. Ho had 
then stated tho amount to ho $802,000 
iu round figures. There wua $170, 
000 paid in discount aud com- 
mission. Tho supplementary estimates 
Bhowed a further expense of $15,000, which 
brought the return to tho Province down to 
$785,000, which was a profitable transaction 
for some one, but not for tho Provinco. He 
did not say that tho hon. Minister of 
Finance could have done better, but was it 
a transaction to say very much about ? 

Hon-. Mr, Davie — Yes. 

Ho.v. Mr. BkAVEN thought tho less the 
Government said about it tho better. Con- 
tinuing, ho regretted that tho rule of order 
had prevented hon. membera of tho House 
from discussing the new Parliamentary 
buildings vote, and ho thought iu this con- 
nection that tho hon. Finance Minister 
should havo referred to the increasing 
taxes. Ho did not think the Government wua 
taxing tho people fairly and justly. They 
eucouruged the formation of municipalities 
and then saddled them with the exponso of 
maintaining such institutions as the schools, 
oto. Tho members of tho 3overnment 
could not bo expected to uivo theso matters 
much thought. They wero engaged in their 
private business. If ono wanted to find tho 
hon, Financo Minister or tho hon. Attorney- 
General you must go to their private offices. 
Although these hon. geutlomeu were paid a 
good salary by the country thoy could scarce- 
ly ever be found iu the Government oflieea. 
The present was a time, if thoro over waa 
ono in the history of tho Provinco, when 
thero should bo in power a government at 
once intelligent, active, progressive, stalea- 
mon-liko — this was tho timo, aud if ho 
could induco tho hon. members of the Gov- 1 



eminent to turn their abilities, for he ad- 
initted thoy had abilities of a high order, to 
the development of tho Province, he would 
foe! that he waa doing his duty. In eon- 
scquencoof the unfortuuato policy of the 
Government in the past, it was impossible 
for tho Bettler to got laud for pre-emption. 
Large extents of land had passed by a sim- 
ple process under this ruinous policy into 
tho hands of speculators, who were now 
holding for enormous prices. Thousands of 
acres had been locked up for railways, but 
whero were tho railways ? In tho pockets 
of speculators, who wero hawking them 
about in the money markets of the world 
trying to make a profit on them. Revert- 
ing to tho inscribed stock loan and tho in- 
vestment of sinking funds in the stock, he 
declared that twelve yeara ago the hon. At- 
torney-General had characterized just pre- 
cisely tho same transaction of his (Mr. 
Beaven's) as most Bcandalous. Referring 
to tho proposed grant to tho traffic 
bridge acroas tho Fraser, whero had 
tho generosity como in? Whoso money 
waa this ? Waa it the private money of the 
Cabinet Ministers ? Did they give a 10-oont 
piece of their own money towards thia? No, 
they did not, and the whole transaction only 
showed the political corruption of the Gov 
crnment. When tho Public Health bill was 
up for discussion tho hon. Premier hud aaid 
that the Government intended to appoint 
us Health Ollicer an autocrat who would 
make the peoplo of tho Provinco jump 
around stiff- legged. What? a servunt of 
the peoplo muko the peoplo jump 
around stiff-legged? Such language 
as that used by tho hon. Premier 
ho declared should drive that hon. gentle 
man from power, and would do so in any 
other Province of tho Dominion. Aa to the 
vacant portfolio, why waa tho Government 
dangling it before the faithful follow- 
ers? Why could not tho Govern- 
ment make a choice ? After all 
ho thought the public duties of tho present 
ministers were not so onerous aa they claimed, 
for if anyone waa taking out a search war- 
rant for any one of those ministers, the last 
place the officer would i>o to nerve it would 
be to tho public buildings. But why could 
not t he Government mako up its mind to 
appoint tho extra minister or else strike off 
the salary voto asked for in the estimates? 
Concluding, ho paid a high tribute to tho 
ability of the members of the Government 
hut claimed that tho ability was not exer- 
cised in tho public good, but in tho inter- 
ests of tho ministers' friends. Ho told of 
somo one who claimed to havo been refused 
information at tho public departments and 
had been ecnt to a real estato dealer's office 
to get the land ho wunted. It was impos- 
sible to get laud. If ho thought any lan 
guage ot hia, begging or pleading or en 
treating, would make tho cabinet ministers 
attend to their duties he would continue hia 
speech for another hour, but us he had no 
such hope he would take hia Beat, 

Hon. Mr. Pooi.kt 8aid that he h'tfd not 
intended to havo anything to say in the 
courae of this debate, but ho could not allow 
tho old re-hushed arguments of tho hon 
leader of tho Opposition to go abroad with- 
out contradiction lest some one, not know- 
ing tho facts of the matter, might in ignor- 
anco be induced to beiiove thut thero waa 
something in them. The first thing ho 
would have to allude to would bo the re- 
marks of the hon. leader of the Opposition 
about the third member for Yale being at 
the foot of tho pools. Thero waa no ques- 
tion about ♦hat fact. Ho (Mr. Semlin) had 
been at the foot of the polls, and no doubt 
the cause of it was that when tho election 
was on the electors had heard both sides of 
tho case, — had heaid tho Honorable Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Works defend 
the action of the Government, and had de- 
cided to support that policy which had 
always been ior the good of the country and 
for its best interests. Ho was sure, more- 
over, that when the next elections came to 
be held, tho same result would follow, 
Next he would deal britflywith what had 
been said about tho inscribed stock loan, 
which tho hon. louder of the Opposition had 
declared was not a good investment for the 
Province. This was altogether wrong, and 
how, in face of the facts, the hon. gentleman 
could make such a statement as that, ho was 
at a loss to understand. What was the re 
suit of tho issuo of that loan? Why, the 
price waa now considerably iu advance of 
what it waa issued at. All the ex 
pense had been incurred that waa 
necessary, except a trifling amount and now 
the Province of British Columbia could get 
what money it required in tho money 
market of the world at a known and 
established figure. When he (Mr. Pooley) 
had been in London about tho time that 
this loan was being placed on tho market 
ho had frequently heard it said that it 
would be un almost impossible thing for the 
young Province of British Columbia, prac- 
tically unknown as it was, to get the 
money, but what was the result? Why 
the money had been had, and that at such 
good terms that tho inscribed stock of 
British Columbia waa only second or tbiid 
on the list of all the securities on the 
market. The hon. leader of the Opposi 
tion, too, hud presumed to declare that the 
school system of the Province waa not being 
properly managed. He (Mr. Pooley) was 
surprised to hear even the hon. gentleman 
himself make such a statement as that, for 
it was a well-known fact thut the whole of 
the Province was in accord with the policy 
of the Government in this respect, 
and tho last measure which had 
been brought before tho House hadreciived 
almost tho unanimous support of the mem- 
bers of both sides. Tho Opposition was 
hard up for an argument when the leuderof 
the Opposition had to resort to such un in- 
correct statement us that. Then again there 
was the old charge of bud land laws. Who, 
ho would like to know, waa responsible for 
the system of laud administration which for 
ao many years had been in vogue iu the 
Province? It was the Government of which 
tho present leader of tho Opposition was a 
member. It wus when that hon. member 
was in power that the system had been in- 
troduced, and if it was ao pernicious as ho 
represented it to bo why was it thut he 
allowed it to go through the Houso? And 
then after he hud allowed it bo go through 
the House ho hud accused the present Gov- 
ernment of it! Tho old law had been that 
the land was for sale ut $1 per note, but this 
Government had found that land was being 
too rapidly taken up at this price and they 
raised the prico to $2.50 per aore, After a 
while even at this increased prico tho laud 
became very quickly taken up, und the sys- 
tem of selling it in that wiiy was abolished 
altogether. Tho selling of land was simply 
shut down upon, but all tho Government 
land iu the Province was open to pre-emp- 
tion on conditions that wero well known. 
Aa to the charge that information was not 
obtainable, why waa that so ? It was bo- 
cause it had been impossible for a long time 
to havo tho necessary surveys made, hut in 
aocordanco with tho wise and liberal policy 
of tho present Government these surveys 
wore being made as rapidly as possible, and 
us soon aa any information was obtained it 
Was open to tho public in tho various re- 
ports of tho department which wore pub- 
lished from time to time. But tho troublo 
with a great many peoplo who camo here 
was that thoy wanted to get land within a 
few milea of the city of Victoria and of the 
other cities of tho Provinco. Did these

people suppose that they should bo allowed 
to tako up this land, to tako it away from 
tho people who had been hero for tweuty-fivo 
years, and who had taken it up when they 
first came hero or soon after ; did these 
pooplo who came here now think that tho 
old settlers ought to givo up thoir holdings 
to them ? There was plenty of land for 
Bottlers, but thoy would havo to go, if thoy 
wanted to get the luud free, to more remoto 
parts of tho Province. As regards what 
hud been said about tho railway charters 
having been hawked about in tho money 
markets of the world, did the hou. leader 
of tho Opposition suppose that all tho 
House had to do was to grunt a charter, 
and that then all tho capitalists in tho 
world would coino forward and would Bay : 
" Hero is my money ; tuko it and build 
your railway " '! No, they would do nothing 
of the kind. The only way to get tho rail- 
ways built was to lot tho promoters of them 
try to get the money, and by representing 
to thoso people who had money for invest- 
ment tho advantages that would be derived, 
aud all this took timo and work. 
For himself he (Mr. Pooley) was 
most emphatically in favor of rail- 
ways ; and until the country could 
get them, and get plenty of them, it 
could not hope to progress as it should. "A 
churgo had been made against the Govern- 
ment that the Estimates showed that tho 
money of tho Province had not been evenly 
divided. The hou. leader of the Opposition 
Slid " the people hud been bought with 
their own money." Ho defied any hon. 
member of this Houso to say one word in 
support of such a statement us that. Look, 
for example, at what had been done just a 
few days ago when the Government brought 
down a bill to aid in the construction 
of a traffic bridge across tho Eraser river. It 
wus proposed to vote a largo sum of money 
in aid of this enterprise, and did any hon. 
gentleman in the House Bay that this was 
because Westminster District was sending 
representatives to support tho Government? 
How could such a statement as that bo 
made when it was a well known fact that 
tho hon. members from that district 
who occupied seats on tho floor of 
this House wero identified with tho 
Independents and wero not support- 
ers ot tho Government? No, tho fact was 
that there was a fair division of tho money 
of tho Province aa between tho Mainland 
and tho Island, and tho money was spent, as 
it should be, whero it wus most needed. 
Look, for instance, at what happened a few 
years ago when a railway was wanted in 
Vale and the proposition was made that the 
Government guarantee tho interest on a 
considerable sum of money, Borne million 
and a quarter dollars. Did the Govern- 
then retuse to come forward and grant tho 
assistance on the ground that the railway 
wus to bo built on the Mainland ? Nothing 
of the kind; tho Government freely made 
the grant, and the result was that tho rail- 
way was built and in operation. The hon. 
leader of tho Opposition had said that a 
strong, progressive, intelligent Government 
was necessary at this stugo of tho history of 
tho Province. He (Mr. Pooley) agreed with 
him. The people ot tho Province having 
watched ch sely the action and policy of 
tho present Government, or tho Govern- 
ments of which this waB a successor, and 
with which the members of this Govern- 
ment had been identified, had time and 
ugain pronounced it to ho tho ono they de- 
sired and wanted. They had fully made up 
their minds that tho present Government 
answered ull the requirements, wus strong, 
progressive and intelligent, and faithful to 
the trust reposed in it, and ho was suro 
when the Government once moro camo be- 
fore tho people for an expression of opinion, 
the verdict would be the same again. (Ap- 
plause. ) 

Mr. Porster continued tho debate, his 
chief arguments being directed to show 
that the Estimates do not do justice. 

Mr. Kitchen followed at somo length. 

It being six o'clock tho Speaker left the 
chair. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. KlTCHEN resumed the budget de- 
bate. He strongly urged a fair measure of 
redistribution which would do away with 
the present unjust condition of affairs. 

Mb. HUNTER spoke at length, dealing 
with arguments advanced by hon. members 
of the Opposition, aud roundly scoring 
critics of tho Government's policy. He 
read from tho report of the Royal Commis- 
sion on epidemic diseases to show that the 
attacks on the Executive on account of 
their action in connection with tho small- 
pox epidemic were unfuir and unfounded. 

Mb. BROWN announced that ho much 
time had now been lost this session that ho 
was not going to cut his remarks short to 
save time. He spoke for two hours in op- 
position to the policy of tho Government. 

Hon. Col. Baker continued the debate, 
referring to tho great many inaccuracies in 
the various statements made by the lion, 
leader of the Opposition and his supporters. 

After "explanations" by Messrs. Kitchen 
and Brown, 

Mb, Haij. spoke, warmly supporting tho 
policy of the Government and ably defend- 
ing it. 

Mb. Booth followed at length in support 
of the policy of the Govornment. 

MB. KeITII spoke for somo time, and the 
adjournment of tho debate was movod by 
Mr. Croft. 

The debate was adjourned until Thursday. 

CARP ENTER CREEK CLAlSlS. 

Mb. Speaker gave his decision on tho 
Carpenter creek claims, ruling tho report 
out of order as the committee hud exceeded 
its powers. 

MB. BoOTB suggested that tho report bo 
sent back to the committee for reconsider- 
ation. 

Tho Houso adjourned at 12 25.
